United States: coaling stations werp 
to be acquired at (inntn In the Liidruns 
lllJdids and one in the Caroline islandg. 

Thfee proj^ltioBs were disposed of 
qidAly but ^hen it came te the Philip- 
pines, some diversity of opinion was 
revealed. Accepting the broad proposi- 
tion tlutt Spain was to be allowed to 
ikfef these possessions, other ques- 
tltftas k linportance develoii^a aod it 
was felt that these must be answered 
daimltely before the subject could be 
adM« of. 

Ivero was bo question as to the pro-

London, July 30. — The weekly pa* 
pers credit the Ualted States with a 
desire to deal generously with Spala. 

The Saturday Review says. 

We are convinced that America will 
not play the part of "Sbylock." but, 
now that she has learned the wortl- 
lessness of the Cuban rebels, she .Will 
make obvious atonement for tho 
cipltancy with which SBS 
the war by dcalUlg 
her opponents. 

Tbe Spectator takes a line quite 
unusual in the English press, most 
strongly urging the United States to 
assume direct control of both Cuba and 
the Philippines. It implores tbe Wash- 
ington government "rather to ^rsBk 
an injudicloua pledge to congress than 
to allow Cuba and the Philippines to 
be Indcpenclput or to return to thf 
cruel Spanish dominion." Continuing 
It says: 

Since It is eaually inadmiesible tc 
grant Independence or to transfer the 
PhillppinaB to any other power, it It 
best that the T'nlted States shfuild as- 
sume the hf'aty reKponailiil ity in- 
Milved. which will nerve to hrtug out 
the beat qualities of the Ani'Tican na- 
tion. Kngland does not il'^sire th« 
Philippines, and If she did sbf would 
not take them, because she wishes to 
prove that her sympathy for the 
United States is quite disinterested. 

Tbe Spectator devotes another arti- 
cle to a eulogy of the "splendid and 
unexpected manner in which Mr. Mc- 
Klnley has risen to the requlrementF 
of a high and difficult posiUon," and 
says: 

Tbe president has developed latent 
talents showing him the possessor of 
many of 1 lac«n's great qujkllties. It 
would be remarkable If, for the second 
time in a generation, tbe American 
system of really an elective monarchy 

f troves Itself a strong system for Jeal- 
ng with a dangerous crisis IC'irop* 
may have been hasty In rejecting the 
very Idea of an elective monarchy aii 
fatal alike to tjtabil lty and strength.

New York, July 80.— R. O. Dun ft 
Company's weekly rtrlew of trade 
says: 

Big business In January is expected, 
but big business in July mcanf more. 

It is tbe month of all others when 
trade is naturally light, new engage- 
ments are ordinarily deferred and men 
wait for tbe outcoms and moTement 

of crops. 

But more business la being done this 
year than in any previous July Of 
which there are records. 

The payments tjirougb clearing 
houpps have been 5.8 per cent larger 
than 1892, the year of greatest pros- 
perity heretofore, and for the month 
thus t$r 9.5 per cent larger than Isst 
year. And 8.4 per oent larger than In 
1892. 

But these records and others have 
to be Judged In the light of heavy dn- 
cllne In prices since 1892, so that tbs 
volume of business transacted is abool 
20 pfr cent larger than thh Tolume 
of payments Indicates. 

Considering that the purchase*! of 
nearly half the people depend oa the 
soeoess of agriculture aad that tho 
prosperity of the entire transporting 
Interest Is materially affected by tbe 
size of crops to be moved, H may be 
said with reason that tbe promlss of 
general prosperity this irMur U nB> 
usually bright

Judge Barr recently handed down an 
opinion at Owebsboro in the case of 
Henry vs. Ultnols Central milroad. whieh 

will prove of interest to every lawyer in 
the State.

Judge Barr gave great weight to the 
fact that the Legislature thought it nec- 
essary to pass an enactment upon the 
subject of fellow servants, as showing 
that the legislative department of the 
government did not think the OoniUtn- 
tion changed the law. ^

The Fourth Regiment Infantry, Ken- 
tucky Volunteers, is now subject to di- 
rect orders from Adjt. Qen. Collier, for 
it is now in every sense of the word a 
part of the volunteer aruiv of the United 
States. The last step toward making it 
a part of the volunteer army was taken 
at o'cl'U'k Friday afternoon, wfien Maj. 
John Green Ballance made a verification 
of the muster roHs, more generally known 
as the "mustering in of the regiment." 

ft was on the 27tb day of last month 
that the first troops of the Fourth ar- 
rived in Lexington, and to-day the mus- 
ter rolls showed that 1,2.>4 privates, 8*1 
company ofllcers, 10 staff oilicers, 28 hos- 
pital and band members bad been sworn 
into service, making a grand total of 1,- 

It is doubtful if such a record has been 
made by any regiment in the United 
States as that of the Fourth in the point 
of rapid mobilization and organization ; 
and oertainly no such record has been 
made when the difficulties under which 
this regiment has labored are taken into 
consideration. 

The regiment is short only eighteen 
men of the required number to bring 
each company up to the maximum of 106 
men each. These men are being exam- 
ined by the surgeons and will be mustered 
into the difTeront companies Saturday, so 
the Fourth will leave here with every 
nuui that a regime nt is a llowed.

were released in Brown County, Ohio, 
this week. With the work of breeding 
pheasants well under way there is al- 
most no limit to the number of them 
that can be produced, as they are very 
prolific. A hen pheasant lays from sixty 
to eighty eggs in the oonrse of the season, 
and, under favorable conditions, will 
raise a large percentage of the chicks 
hatched out. The phenomenal rapidity 
of their increase is shown by the exper- 
ience of Judge Denny, of Oregon, who, in 
1881, imported twenty-eight birds from 
China. It 1884 it was estimated that 
13,000 were killed in one single county 
in three months, while 1,200 dozen ware 
sent in a single winter to one dealer in 
San Francisco. 

This bree<i of pheasants was intro- 
duced in Ohio a few yegM ago, and the 
Htate has made it unlawful to kill them 
before the year 1900.
